Water—Most Remarkable 
Substance in the World

Water is certainly the most extraordinary 
substance we have on this earth. Common as 
it ts it possesses properties that are most re- 
markable and which are not shared by any 
other substance. In fact 
if water possessed only one 
of its several unusual at- 


it would have a value be- 
yond price. 

Because every other 
known substance dissolves 
to some extent in it, water 
is the universal ~ sol 
Most common materials are

readily taken up by water in appreciable 
amounts, others perhaps only in minute quan- 


tities but still theoretically measurable. This 
makes wate?’ the ideal: iiquitt-for transporting 
substances: necessary for life Processes. Fats, 
sugars and proteins are either carried direct 
or are readily changed into a form that will 
dissolve in plant and animal. fluids. Thus 
every substance required by living protoplasm 
can be carried by the blood stream or other 
body fluids in animals or by water and sap 
in the case of plants and at the same time 
waste substances can be removed from their 
poiut of origin by the same means. 

Water is incompressible. No matter how 
mwueh it is squeezed it cannot be made to oc- 
cupy a smaller space. This means that a 
force applied to it is transmitted equally in 


‘all directions, -This. feature alone makes it _ 


possible for blood and other body fluids (which 
are largely- water) to be pumped from one 
place to another. Whew pressure is applied 
by the contraction of. a heart, for example, 
the blocd is forced through a network of tubes 
and the pressure at the extremities is only 
decreased decause of the elasticity of the walls 
of, the passageways. 5 

Water absorbs heat readily in great quan- 
tity and gives it up again. It therefore acts’ as 
a moderator of temperature, preventing rapid

changes in heat content: of. animal and plant 
bodies. When it changes to the vaporous state 
the process of evaporation also. uses great 
quantities of heat, lowering the temperature 
of the moist surface by many degrees and 
helping greatly to keep plant and animal body 
temperatures within tolerable limits. 

When water is chilled nearly to the freez- 
ing point it begins to expand and when ice 
forms its bulk is' increased by about a tenth; 
it therefore floats at the surface. This is most 
fortunate for living things, for if it were not 


destructive and in fact 


changed into a colloidal state, as in a man- 
made jelly; in this condition it does not freeze 
even in’ the coldest weather. Sonie plants 
and animals, particularly species in northern 
climes, prepare for winter by going into a rest- 
ing stage in which their body fluids are in 
the colioidal state and therefore resistant. to 
frost damage. 

One final property of water is also remark- 
able; it is indestructible. Though it is used 
in nature in the proverbial “thousand and 
one” ways water remains unchanged. It may 
be removed temporarily from circulation in 
the furm of ice on a distant mountain peak 
or in a chemical compound tied ‘up in a living

Imlach settled finally for Gary Smith. Last year Smith 
collécted the nickname “Suitcase "’ in memory of-his appear- 
ance in Tulsa, Victoria, Rochester, Toronto and Boston.

By comparison with Millar, Smith is 2 homebody. Al

There were two cliches in 
that last sentence, one old as 
the hills, the other of more re- 
cent origin. Somewhere today, 
someone is sure to speak. or 
write words destined to be- 
come a cliche. But even the 
cleverest won't attain to the 
heights of the Swan Avon, 
(cliche), the immortal bard 
(cliche), Sweet Will (cliche) 
Shakespeare. 

There was a boy who ran a 
veritable cliche assembly line! 
He gave us @ rose by any

All offer perfect vehicles for 
some thought or emotion, and 
it is my considered opinion 
(cliche) that without Shalke- 
speare, communication would 
bein danger of collapsing like 
a house of cards (score 
another). 

The cliche, of course, can be 
overdone. I have dozed through 
speeches which consisted of big 
fa‘: cliches strung together 
trunk-to-tail ike elephants on 
parade. Editors, especially 
those condemned to read a 
bale of story manuscripts each 
week, are forced to wade 
knee-deep through tortents of 
cliches... «| 

I remember one good grey 
wielder of the blue pencil— 
two in a row that time—who 
became so abraded by certain 
standard perennials that he 
issued to his stable of writers 
a set of anti-cliche rules, 

On no account was a 
heroine to be given a heart- 
shaped face, She must not 
have tawny, taffy - colored, 
gokien or raven hair, nor 
could she appear before him 
with eyes which were deep, 
dark mysterious pools. They 
couldn't be violet, either, and 
they'd darn well better not be 


This edict caused consider- 
able scratching among the 
dream-merchants, who came 
up, with some interesting 
variations. One tressed his 
female lead with “hair like 
new-pulled molasses candy,’* 
and that sticky bit of descrip- 
tion has now become a cliche 
in its own right.

The journalistic cliche, for 
which we continually catch 
heck from eloistered dwellers 
in the grove of academe 
(that one was a real tiger), 
is something else again. It 
has point and purpose. 

Your hard-news revorter is 
a mari a turry. Olden, with 
deadline sitting on his neck, he 
must bang out his story fast 
as two fingers can pound the 
typewriter keys. He simply 
hasn't got time to fool around. 

So when next you read of 
a burned-out family ‘fleeing 
the house in night attire," give 
this ancient and honorable 
newsman's cliche the respect 
it deserves.
